Paschen’s statement on possible 
withdrawal' came

after 
State’s Attorney John Gutknecht 
announced that Paschen wUl he 
summoned before a grand jury 
investigating a “welfare” fund in 
the county treasurer’* office. 
The Sun-Times, 
in its charges 
against Paschen today, said the 
Democratic candidate for gover­ 
nor used his entire contingency 
fund aUowance for the year to re­ 
pay $4,000 he withdrew from the 
county treasury Dec. §, 1954, one 
day after taking office. 
Contrasting Answers 
The Sun-Times asked the treas­ 
urer if he would account for the 
expenditure as required by county 
budget provisions and said he re 


but aaid he was “undecided about 
continuing as a candidate.” 
“One minute I feel like continu­ 
ing, and then I think I ought to 
withdraw,” Paschen said. 
He added that a subpena would 
be unnecessary, and that he would 
willingly appear before the grand 
jury Tuesday. 
The investigation has been con­ 
cerned with whether banks hold­ 
ing county funds were pressured 
to contribute to the fund.

FOREST 
fires 
have 
swept 
through vast areas of America’s 
woodlands.

timber, the black skeletons of yes­ 
terday still stand above the brush 
and younger trees.

continued 
carelessness of man. 
God alone 
can make a tree, yet when man 
destroys a tree, he cannot erase 
the destruction in a lifetime. 
Of 
course, men do not cause forest 
fires intentionally, but millions of 
trees have been burned year after 
year. 
Carelessness 
and 
thoughtless­ 
ness have allowed fires to grow 
from sparks or embers into huge 
conflagrations. 
Someone thought 
the match he dropped was out, 
or that the campfire was dead. 
Normally the embers wohld have 
ceased to glow and the sparks 
would not have been fanned into 
fire. 
It would have required only 
a 
little 
attention 
to be sure. 
A 
shovel 
more 
of earth, 
another 
bucket of water, 
a stamped-out 
ash 
or an 
unlit 
match 
would 
have saved mtold destruction of 
these natural 
resources which 
God has given. In spite of wide­ 
spread publicity about forest fires, 
their causes and man’s careless­ 
ness, the dstruction continues. 
We 
pray 
for 
forgiveness at 
our sins of omission 
and com­ 
mission. 
We ought also to pray 
for our eliminat:on 
cf careless­ 
ness. 
It is not enough to be 
sorry. 
We must overcome 
the 
thoughtlessness and the lethargy 
which anime carelessness exist
